Mataafa's fol- 
lowers tliereuiion surrounded Apia willi 
a view to eiilliiif,- off the entry of food 
supplies, ami the Aiiu'rican and British 
sliips landed troops for the prolection of 
the iH'opcity of their respi'ctive iiatiuus, 
while til., native caiiiiis and vilhiges 
Were bouiliariled. Il was on iMarcli I'l 
liial oiien hostilities thus coiiinienccd. 

.Vboiit dnsli the rebels made an iillai-k. 
on the Britishers at the Tivoli hotel. 
Their lire was returned, hut it is not 
known how many were killed. About 
2:11(1 a.m. the natives made a rush on the 
guard at tlie Tivoli. Three l!ritish sail- 
ors were killed and one wounded. The 
native loss is uuknown. 

At the request of the British n Maxim 
gun was sent from the Philadelphia to 
the Britisli constilate and with it some 
men. The next day a body of 300 Malie- 
toans buid their ritlcs returned to-, 'them 
from the Porpoise and rendered geddiser- 
vice in clearing the brush. Tho tcIjcI 
village of A''nialln was burned In order 
to iirevont the close approach to the 
consulate. 

The CJerinan warship Fiilke attempted 
to leave port on a secret mission, when 
Admiral Kautz ordered hi!T captain to 
stay where he was and bo ready to af- 
ford help to his couiilrymon. The Fnlke 
remained. 

During Thursday, March IG, matters 
quieted. About dnsk the Americana 
tired on a body of Mataafans but not one- 
was killed. 

Earl.v Friday monruij: 200 rebels rush- 
up to within thirty yards of the consul- 
!ite. The sailors behaved siileiididly and' 
the natives were repulsed. One Anicri- 
eati sailor was killed iimi one British 
shot in botli legs. Major-General Out- 
lifl"e, of the British army, a.ssistcd in the 
operations at the consulate. 

There is intense feelin;,' against thc 
Germans here and I hey a.rc accused of 
spying and giving information lo tho reb- 
els. I'^ighting by night is an entirely- 
new departure and everything points tCK 
C.ennaii teaching. One Marqtiart .who 
had been drilling tlio natives has "been 
iirrosted. He was sent on board 'the 
Falke under pledge of the German, eom- 
mander that he would not be allowed to 
land. A half caste nnnied Taylor has- 
been arrested and i« in irons on the Por- 
)>oise. M. .1. Moore, an American, is 
confined to his store under suspicion of 
being a Mataafa sympathizer. 

Saturday and Sunday were quiet. The- 
Tivoli hotel has been mined in case it 
becomes necessary to tdow it up and a 
signal from the shore has been arranged 
to preci'de shelling it. 

Sunday a body of native foragers caiiic 
upon a Mataafa crowd, and killed eight 
and wounded twenty, when the rebels 
lied. 

l'\ir several days the Geiman war.slup 
l''alke iiersisteutly kepi in the way so as 
to incommode the lire of the British 
ships. Finally Admiral I'CauIz coiiipelb-d 
her to move inside the harbor entrance 
out of the way. 

March 2:1 King 'I'amiimalili Malitoa 
was crowiii'd king of Samoa al Mulinu. 
The cereinoiiy was attended by United 
States and British representatives. A 
liroci'ssion inarched all through Apia,, 
hcaiied bv the band ot the Philadelphia. 
The German ollicials were conspicuous 
bv their absence. 

HOW IT ORIGINATED. 

Al the meeting of tli.' consuls and 
senior oiru-"rs on tie' lla.irsliip, the ad- 
miral explain 'd his position t li.i t, under 
the ireaty ther" co ild 'oe no provisioiuil 
governinidit, and the airn eineii t under 
which il had lio<'li reco','nized, nnder 
peculiar and trying (-ircumslances, for 
tlie protect ion of business and property, 
was just as provisional as Ihe goverii- 
nient itself. He bail U> sUliid by tin- 
snpreiue court, and he hoped a lilau "f 
action would be decided upon for restor- 
ing peace lo the islands without the in- 
tervention of 111 ariued force. The Brit- 
ish and .Vnieric.iii consuls and naval olli- 
(iis agieed with th(' admiral. The Ger- 
man consul having accepted tho provi- 
sional government could not recede from

! New York, April 7— Tliirteen or more 
ilveS were lost, while several who i^scap- 
oti (k'litU were severely iiijuro<l in a fire 
which, fit uii early liour this morning, 
dcKtroyed the live-story dwelling, No. '2 
fiast Sixty-Bcreuth street, the liomc of 
Wallace Andrews, president of the New 
Yorl; Sloaiii llentiii),' Company, and the 
fivi'-slLiiy brownstone house of Alfred 
Adams. No. 3 liast Sbcty-soveuth street. 
The fire broke out in the Andrews house 
alxjtit 2 o'clock and spread so paridly 
tliiit when the firenion arrived in re- 
sixjiise to tbe lirsl ahiini they Couiid tUe 
ititofior oC the house in llam.es. 

A whole family, with the exception of 
the father, who was absent from, the 
cjlty, ure uttin-ly dostroyeil, the mother 
uud three children heiufj burned to 
death. For rapidity and lierceness the 
lire can la; compared only to the Wiuil- 
sjw hotel lire. The amount oi iliiiiuiKe 
ti> property Is estimated ut uboui 
$220,000. 

The bouse contained at the tinie. about 
% a.Bl; fourteen persons iisltH'p, uiul how 
the lire origiuatiMl is still u uiyslery. It 
seems certain tluU. explosion <>l' some 
kind occurred. One who e.soMpoil Uif 
llanies, a servant, susluined t:ilal iii- 
jtiricg. 

When the guttixi Andrews house wus 
searched tlie corpses were so cbarrod us 
to be almost beyond positive identilua- 
tiou. The names oC the dead werc> ascer- 
tained more from eerlaiu knowlfil^-e of 
those who were in the house over nif,'lit 
tJUau from traces i>l' the living ima^'e that 
■thciy retainwl. This is the list:

The injured Include the fidlowniK: 
Jennie Bums, servant in Andrews 
bouse, not expected to live; Alice White, 
•cook in Andrews' house, condition seri- 
ous; and Nellie Qtiinn, servant in Adams 
house, condition serious. Others were 
slightly injured. 

Dr. Coo, the Andrews family pbysi- 
•cian. was unable to identify the lm\y of 
Mrs. Andrews. While he was examining 
the body In the police station a woman 
entered and said she was ii cousin of 
Mrs. Andrews. When told of the wii>- 
ing out of the family, she shrieked ami- 
fainted. She refiiseil to f,'ivo her iiame, 

It is ostimnte<l that the Andrews house 
was worth !?17.^,(M)0. Tlie value of the 
•contouts is not known, but a conservative 
estimate places il :it ."iiTri.OOO. The house 
was insured for *Hr.,i)00. Tht- Adams 
Tcsidence was insured for .$40,000, ou the 
building and .flO.OOO on the furniture. 
Adams is ono of tlie largest owners of 
fldts in this city. 

Mr. St. John arrived in the city at 
three o'ekicU tlii.s iitternoon. lie went 
at once to bis home, being completrly 
iguoraii) of the reason which canscil llie 
summons to New York, anil when hi- 
saw tlio ruins of liis house and was told 
of llio boiTibU' fate of his wife and three 
diildicii h(> bore up nianfnlly, though it 
was aiiparent he liad to snmmnn nil his 
strength to do it. He ga/.ed sadly at 
tin- place niid then went straight to the 
house of 1.. Urtiee. It is expected 
lliat Xir. Si. Jolm will take the bodies <if 
hjs wife and cliihlreii and Mr. and Mrs. 
Andrews to Willoughby, Ohio, for inter- 
ment to-morrow. 

There were rumors of incendiarism 
.about the fire in the Andrews house. It 
was told to the police that there bad been 
an unpleasantness among the servants 
of the Andrews family. One female ser- 
Tant was discharged and site complains 
that Mary Flanagan was resimnsiblc for 
her discharge. The Flanagan woman 
received an anonymous letter lately. 

A coincidence reniarUed upon is that 
the home of George Gould at the south- 
east corner of Fifth avenue and Sixty- 
seventh street, is in exactly a similar 
position with reference to this fire as the 
home of Miss lleU'n Gould was to the 
Windsor liolel lire.

thiit position under any ciicninstances 
whatever until he had iustruetions from 
Berlin. 

Later on, after the meeting, llerr Itose 
put Ills views in writing to the admiral, 
and stated that German warships could 
only not if German property or life were 
to be protected, or in the case of . the 
supreme court issuing a warrant of ar- 
rest against individuals. -On. no other 
ground could German warships interfere, 
und iicconling to instructions under 
which lie nctcd there would be no mili- 
tary interference by Germany^. He also 
protested against the issue of the proela-i 
inatlou by Admiral Kautz, pending in- 
structions from the treaty powers; anil 
against the return to Apia of tlie ile- 
portod Mollotoans, which was a inenaee 
to the pence of Samoa, and bo vemiuded 
the ailmiral that the I'^alke had made no 
promise to help aecordiiig to the adniir- 
al's proelamutiou. He was afraid 'tlie 
admiral would do harm by its issue, and 
alrcaily iK'ojile were afraid of tlie rebels 
around Apia. 

The admiral replied he inust bo gov- 
erned in his aet'ion by considerations of 
duty, and not by his fears; that in his 
liroclaiiKitioii lie meant what he said iirni 
wfls not speaking llippaully, and what 
he hail proclaiineil he would do. T'lu 
tact that with all his correspoiiilonce and 
protests to the admiral the (iennan con- 
sul did not consider il necessary to for- 
ward a copy of his couiitm'-proclnniatioii 
to Ihe admiral has not increased tlie 
good feeling be: ween the ailmiral iiinl 
consul. Ni'ver liel'ore by any ollicial 
had llie admiral been (reateil in such a 
discourtiM)us and insulting manner. 
THE (JKKMAX'S IXSTLT. 
The German eonsiil's couiiler i)iocla- 
iiialiDii issued in llie Sanioaii language 
anil distributed aiimiig tlu' Mataafaiis 
rend a.s follows: 

"Notii-e to all Sanioans: By the pro- 
clanuition of the admiral of the United 
Stales, dated .March 11, it was made 
known that the three consuls of the 
signatory powers of the Berlin treaty, 
as well as the three oiMnmaiiilers of 
nu'ii-of-war, had been unaiiiiiions to no 
ninro n-i-ogiiize the provisional govern- 
nieiit (.'oinposeil of Mataafa and the t:! 
cliiefs. 1 tlicrefore make known to you 
lliat the proclaiiialion is (luite false. I, 
Ihe tli-riiian consul-general, continiu^ to 
recogni^.o the provisional govcrnnieiil of 
Samoa, until I have received contrary 
instnicl ions from my government. " 
iSigiied) Itose, ticrman Cousul-Genenil. 

The immediate result of this was that 
the rebels turned back and prepared for 
war, declaring that they would not obey 
the admiml's order and would prevent 
any food (supplies being brouglit into 
Samoa for the Malietoa men. The next 
day Apia was surrounded by Mataafa "s 
warriors. Forces from the Philadelphia 
and Porpoise, under LieUts. Brown and 
Caye, were landed to protect the loyal 
natives. One hundred and seventy-live 
men and oflleors in all were landed, and 
at Admiral Kautz's request. Captain 
Siirdy. of the Pnri)oise. assnmiHl com 
niand of the shore forces. The whob 
native [lopulation sought protection be- 
hind the American lines. As soon as the 
land forces were stationed the Philadid- 
phia opened lire by throwing a shell into 
the outskirts of .Vpia. The Royalist fob 
lowe<l with six-inch shell and the Tor 
jioise went dowi^ the coast a couple of 
miles and boinharded the village of Vai 
siisu, where large parties of the rebel 
were su[iposed to be. The chnreh was 
siimsbed by a shell and the bouse of the 
manager of the (Jcrman iilantation was 
damaged. The whole of the outskirts 
of Apia were shelled. 

An Associated I'ress correspondent 
liail ;in interview with Admiral Kautz 
yesterday. He spoke iniite fn>oly of the 
situation and considers he had been 
grossly insulted by the German cousul- 
goiieral issuing his counter ])roclaination. 
The Admiral is very «rath with the Gim-- 
niau consul and blames him entirely for 
the present attitmle of the rebels. The 
British and Aiiii'rican consuls and naval 
ollieers agreed with the .Vdmlral.

Kang Yu-Wci, a Chinaman who is a 
century ahead of his race and in con.se- 
(juence liads himself a fugitive tind an 
alien from his own land, arrived here 
by the N. Y. K. liner Idzumi Mam from 
Hongkong last night, en route to Ijoudoii, 
Nvhere he will make a final appeal to the 
British foreign oSlco, as he expresses it, 
•• to break the ages-old bonds of my 
distressed and unhappy country. Unless 
(ireat liritiiiu intervenes (and he himself 
is doubtful if CA-eu she will accept tlie 
conseiiuenecs this involves) he sees no 
fill lire for mighty China except speedy 
paititioii among the nations, and her 
own passage iiitt> utter obscurity. 

Of Russia among the powers he has 
Ihe greatest fear, as of a nation both 
strong and resourceful, yet halfdearned 
only in the lessons of modern eiviliza- 
lioi'i, and then-fore doubly dangerous. 

Since escaping with his life alone from 
I'ldun, Kang Yu-Wei has bwn constantly 
under the direct protection of the British 
government, nor is that protection enliri- 
ly relaxed even here, for while he slei)t 
last right under a friendly flag, an 
armed guanl of his own countrymen 
kept constant watch lest emissaries of 
Ihe Manchu dynasty destroyed his life. 

Theiv is one peculiarity about this re- 
former's fantastic ami meteoric career 
iinlilic most Cantonese, bis autipalliy is 
not to Ihe dynasty of Manchu, but to the 
obsolete policy that is keeping his coun- 
irv a hoiincl, blind giant, behind the age 
and a. idavlhing for the nations. Hi 
even goes so far as to say that the young 
F.miieior, if left to himself, is bright 
eiioni;h and sutlicieiitly iiatriotic- and far- 
sighted lo deliver China from her bond 
age. 

The Dowager lOinpress is still tin- rul 
iiii; force in the alTairs of the h'lower}- 
Kiiigilom, however, and she is wedded to 
Ihe artful couiisids of Uussia and deaf 
to the gospel of reforms for her own 
land. And this gospel il is that Kang 
Yu-SVei, as head of the pro-British re- 
foriii partv. preached persistently as 
chief adviser to the l^mperor— to his own 
undoing. His scheme embraced the 
re-organization of China in its every 
part, accepting all the lessons anil arts 
and scieiK'es of minlern civilization. 

h'or this he rose from obscurity of 
pareiiliige and station, by force of brain 
and will aloii.'. lliiough lUI the ramifica- 
tions of the mysterious civil service of 
China. l-'or this he beciune the tutor 
and comrade of the Emperor. For this 
descended upon him the wrathful Ten- 
geance of a government whose methods 
are those oft he intiuisition and whose 
poliiy is that of the unchanging, forgot- 
ten ages. For this he has finally e.x- 
i haiigeil iwrforce the place of honor in 
the iniperiiil pidace for fugitive's role 
in foreign lands, not knowing at what 
hour or moment the assassin's knife or 
bullet shall find bis heart.

This KangYu-Wei, whose life story is 
a hundredfold more wouderfiil than the 
most daring romance Anthony Hope has 
ever eonjuroil up, is still in the pride of 
vigorous manhood. He has known what 
it is to dictate to many, many millions, 
and control the swaying of a sceptre over 
the most populous jicople the world has 
ever knr)wn. He hits known, too. the 
meaning of national density and ingrati- 
tude, when, his patriotic imriioses being 
decried ns treachery to an alien race, he 
has been ilrivcn forth in dishonor from 
the country of his heart.

efpial Interest with those we published on 
Wednesday, bnt It la Interest, for the most 
part, of a different order. 

"Although, generally speaking, thoy deal 
with events which are past and done they 
wlir bc'found to convey plenty ot Instruc- 
tion ;fpr',;the '"future.; 'They bring to the 
Ilght';B^mcr of tbe Uatluenccs wlilcU have 
been at'work 'and stiir are'at- work deter- 
mining tho evolutioii of the Chinese prob- 
lem. They enable ns to observe these 
fiircos, to discern their mutual action, ami 
to appreciate the only effectinil manner by 
which they can be regulated and I'ontrolleil. 
As we are only at the beginning of the I'ar 
Eastern question. Information of this kind 
cannot lint prove of much value of It Is 
studied with Intelligence and borne In mind 
for future guidance. 

"Not the least suggestive, as it is cer- 
tainly the most exciting, bit of Chliiese 
history contained in Sir Claude MacDonald'i 
desiiatidies Is his account of the palace 
revcliitinn of last autumn. Kang-Yii wel's 
attempt to Introduce a policy oi sweeping 
reform has utterly failed for the present. 
I'ar from promoting the objects ho had 
In view, Itthns <li>tealed Ihein, or at all 
events It has Indctliiiteiy postponed their 
realization. 

"Yet It has revealed to the outside world 
the cxisteneo of a party amongst the 
GblncBC with aims of which Cblaaincu 
were commonly supposed to be locapable, 
nnd It has sho^vn that this party, what- 
ever Its importance, -.^b bused upon the 
strong foimdatlon of nationality. The 
plans of Kang-Yn-wel might possibly havo 
liioved linpraetlcable In any event.

Ihe ruling classes laid; the patriot Ism and 
honesty which enabled men like tlie .Mar 
ipils Ho to revidiil Ionize .Tapan In thr 
eiiiirse of a single generation; and the re 
foinier hiuiself. In splli> of Ihe purity ol 
Ills motives, seems to have been deilident In 
the Juagmeat nnd tho knowledge ot men 
Indlspcnsablo to the prosecution of bis dc 
signs. 

"They were nipped In the bud. and per 
haps the summary fashion In wlibdi llicy 
were suppressed only saved (_'lilim from tin 
formidable dlsturbnaceii which might have 
followed a premature attempt to jtnt them 
into oiecutlon. 

"Vet It is worth observing that tho clr- 
cuniHtances which cm short the reform 
administration of Kang Yu-wel at so early 
a point were themselves accidental. Had 
t 111! Kmpcror been a man of stronger char- 
acter, had his adviser understood that a 
policy of Innovation necrt<i an armed force 
10 back II, and, lastly, had the Bmpress- 
Uowager with her masculine Intelligence 
and rcsoliillon not been standing hcMnd 
the Throne, It can hardly be doubted that 
the reform policy wimld have been carried 
a stage iir two further. Tile exjierliuent 
may be repeated one day In other i.-ondl- 
tloiis, ami If li be made with greater 
knowledge and deeper practical wisdom It 
may have a different event. 

"The story of the escape of the iinfor- 
liiiiate reformer has been told before, bnt 
as by .Sir riaiide Mael luiiald. ,\ piiee was 
I'lil nil Ills heiiil; 111' was (diarged wllli 
conspiracy against tin- Kmpress, and eviMi 
of trying to jndsoii tlie lOmperor, and so 
anxious were tlie atit iiorltles to seize him 
that on one day thoy stopped all the traflic 
on the railway between the capital and 
TIen-tsln. He owes nis escape and his life 
to Mr, Orenan, our Acting Consul-Geucral 
at Shanghai, and to Mr. Bland, hn In- 
fluential mcmbor of the Knglish community 
at that port. 

"The Chinese knew that he would pass 
through Shanghai, and an edict for his 
arrest and decapitation— his guilt seems 
to hare been regarded as a chose jngee— 
was sent to the Taotai. The Oblncse. Sir 
Claude MacDonald says, were ready to 
proceed lo nny lengths to seize him, and 
Mr. Ilren.iii relleeted that very awkward 
ipiesllons mighi arise If thoy did seize 
him on a I'.ritlsli ship or In the foreign 
settlemniit. 

".Accordingly, he accepted tho services ot 
Mr. Jlland, who volunteered to Interc-eiii 
the Hhl|) liy whbh Kang Yu-wel was ex- 
pected outside Woosiim.'. The reformer 
was (iiille uncoiiMdous of dani;er when lie 
was Idontllled by the aid of a photograph 
kindly supplied by me Toatal, taken olT 
In .Mr. Bland's launch to the liallaarat, 
and guarded by an armed sentry until that 
.'^lilii sailed for Hong-kong. 

'•The reaction at Peking was complete 
In Ihe political sphere, but the nnmlier of 
executions WOB, from an Oriental point of 
view, at Orst restricted, partly, no doubt, 
out of deference to European susccptlblll- 
tle.s, but partly also from sonod policy. 
The Imperial decree which ordered the trial 
of the i)rliielpai refoiiners Inllnialed that 
no rurther liupilrles as lo Kaiig's assoidales 
woiiid lake place.

Ho sup- 
poses that there exists throughout the 
province a feeling in sympathy with his 
enmity to this city. l?ut it does not 
exist and there are tlu' best of reasons 
why it should not exist. When Victoria 
by reason of its comparatively large

Mainland. ICvery enterprise ilesigned to 
advance the material prosperity of e 
part of till' province received the hearty 
support of Victoria's piddle men. In 
all jiarls of the provinei' there is abund- 
ant evideiu-e "I' the eiiiT^,'y of \'ieloria's 
eapitalisls. It the time should ever 
come, when the people of the province 
will be called upon to express themselves 
oiion a policy aimed at the li(ditlling of 
\'icliM-i:i. Ilie people ol' this eit.\- can await 
the vei'diet with much conlidence. They 
have no di'sire to see sectioniilism arou>- 
eil. They will oppose any attempt to 
.-iniiise it with all their power; bnl they 
will not tear at any time to permit the 
peoide of the whole province to |u-o- 
nouncc upon the claims of this city lo 
tail- and decent tretitment from tic gov- 
ernment of the da.v.

The London Times has a very intin-esl- 
iiig article upon the relations of Canada 
and the I'nit(-d Statcsl in the course of 
which stress is laid upon the commanding 
posilion of the Dominion so far as the 
supply of northern woods is concerneii. 
The .available forests arc found in 
Silieiia, Scandinavia and tJnnada. Of 
these the fm-iner cannot for the present 
;ii least be Uiken into account, for a 
reason already given in these columns 
namely, that the rivers llowiiig out ol 
these forests run into the .\retic oei'an. 
and therefore cannot be utilizeil for 
transportation purposes. Norway and 
Swi-den. with all the effort put forth to 
in-event the depletion of the snpidy, arc 
nnabh' to do more than meet the di'- 
mands of liic (icrman markets. Thi 
h'aves (^aiiada without a rival for tin 
supply of the rest of the world. Wi 
quote the language of the Tjpcs, which 
after speaking of Hussia, Sweden, Nor- 
way and Oerinany. says: " All other 
nations requiring linilan' of the sorts 
grown iu the Northern Hemisphere must 
look to Canada for their supply." 

The Times estimates the timber area 
of Canada, not including Hriti.sh Colnni:- 
liia, are 2,ni)n,0IM) siinarc miles, over 
wliiidi more or less merchantable timber 
is found. To this it adds the area west 
of thi- I^ocky nii>nntains. extending from 
the Int<>rnatii>nal boninlary to the Arctic 
eirrle. It is possible, of coursf, to speak 
of the limberiMl area of the Dominion 
oid.v in gen(>ral t(>rnis, heeaiise only an 
a()proxiniate estimate of its area can be 
made with the information now avail- 
able. E.xperience in thi? forests of New 
llrunswick sliows that under :\ .iudieious 
sy>lcni of euttiim- mill ]ii-oper protection 
from lire, there is no such thing as ex- 
haustion. This remark will hardly apply 
to the Douglas fir forests of this Coast, 
because the time rc(inired for th(? produc- 
tiiMi of the i;ianl trees makes the restora- 
tion of a forest onci' exhausted prai-ti- 
cally impossible: Imi it holds (,-moiI of 
other timber even in liritisli folunibia. 
and of almost all timber east of the 
mountains. The vast forest-clad region 
around Hudson's Bay may become, under 
a jndicion.-^ system of forestry, a perma- 
nent source of supply. 

The Times thinks that this command- 
ing position of Canada in regard to such 
an important article of commerce is 
likely to have a potent influence towards 
bringing about a satisfactory agreoinent 
between the Dominion and the United 
Slates. If it does not have this effect, 
it is likely to lead to the investment of 
large amounts of capital in this country 
for the m:inufacture of such articles as 
i<'(|iiiri' a cheaj) and alnindant snitply of 
linihei', anil the Times points out that the 
e:;istcnce in our timber lands of rivers 
fuiiiishing water-power in unlimited 
ainonnt may prove an irnpoi-tant f.iiior 
in assuring suci-ess. 

" ' Kii'e logs for free lumber' is the 
iiy of the Canadian lumber provinces," 
says the Times, and it adds: "The 
I'liiieiple of f/iir exehange which it 
I'lnl.odies would be wisely iippjieij (o the 
whole negotiation. Canada l':ippens to 
possohs certain supplies of j-.iw luaiei-ial 
v.-hieh are necessary to .Vnieriean indu.s- 
trics. If America desires free access to 
these supplies, the price to bo paid .-is 
between two i)rol eel ion ist eoiinlries is 
clearly a fre,' lield in ihi. ni;i iiu f.-iel iired 
artiidcs for Canadian lompetit ion. Other: 
wise the Canadian authorities will have 
obvious dinicidty in resisting the pressure 
put upon them at home to keep the raw 
material in ('anada and force the .Vnieri- 
ean inanufaclurers to establi.sh their 
factories in Canada for the benefit of 
Canadian labor."

and ilesiilatioii."".' Do not tliosc Cana 
dians who have reached niidiile life re- 
member when they were told that all tlu 
gieat luairie region was a waste that 
woidd never bo peopleil? Have we not 
heard British Columbia described as n 
sea of mountnins? Is it not only re- 
cently that W(> became aware that there 
is a vast region of great value around 
I'ludson's Bay? In view of those and 
other instances of mistaken first impres- 
sions, which could be easily idled, we arc 
not. disposed to reeeivi' Sir W. U. Gur- 
stin's views on the Upper Nile valley as 
(.•onclusive. 

He mentions some matters that an

.above the l!,ahi-el-( .'ha/.al by ve:,'el;il)l 
growth so dense .-is lo eoiiiplelel,\- oli 
struct navigation. Tlie lirsl named 
liver is the Nile proper, the latter being 
recognized as a tributary stream. It is 
closed III navigation for (10 miles by tli 
Millie sort of growth. The volume of 
\vater is ample, but no steamer can peiio 
irate the "sudd." There are muuy 
inil(>s of malarious marsh in the valley 
of the Whit<> .Nile, and it lies at so low 
an elevation ridative to the river that its 
drainage would seem to he possible only 
to a limited degree. The Blue Nile 
which flows from the east, runs through 
a iiioi-e proinising country, where tlier 
is a lni-,:,'e ;irea lit for eultivalion ami 
mneli more that can be prolitably irri 
gated. In all parts of the country poiiii 
hit ion is scarce. 'J'he rule of the Khnlifn 
and the Mahdi, following upon years of 
sl.avi'-trailers' war. has prevented the in 
habitants from increasing. 'What lli< 
country needs is rest and good govern 
ment, rather than capital and comuior 
cial enterprise just now, for wiUi these 
population will rapidly increase and tin 
people will soon be in a jiosition to fiir- 
ni.sh business for peaceful tr.'iilcrs. 
'J'herc is a good deal of valu.ihle timber, 
including ebony, in the forests along the 
Blue Nile. The country on both 
branehes of tin. river above Khartoum 
is describe. 1 as very unhealthy, and it is 
said to he ••morally impo.ssible for 
I'^iiropenns to live upon either river."

It is a relief to know that the Pn»t 
niasler-( iencral has in contemplation a 
il.aily mail service to Dawson after lIii 
opening of navigation. 'We hope it will 
be extended to Atlin al.so.

There will be 
boats oiiongli on ibe river and Inke.s. 
While spealiiii!,- of the service for IIm 
fulnre it may be well once more to re- 
fer to that of the past. The Colonist has 
hail experience of its own on this point 
and tuo instances may he cited out of 
several. \n arrangement was made with 
'1 man who went to the Klondike the 
year before last to send regular letters to 
thw paper at a price agreed upon. He 
returnctl last fall, and said that he bad 
written s(>veral letters as per agreianeni 
and diil.v iiiaileil them.

\voidd not be a candidate for the vacant 
olliee. 

Aid. Hayward favored the appoint- 
ment of Mr.. Cousins; Aid. Williams 
urged delay, at least until tho regular 
meeting on Monday; and Aid. Ktewart 
and Brydmi denied Hint good could result 
from furtlier postponement of the i.ssue. 

The resolution wa.i accordingly put to 
(lie vole and .Mr. Kerr declared to be Ibe 
choice of the council of Victoria by (I 
votes to 3.

Report of the Committee on AMer 
manic Qualificatious Uiscnssed 
Last Evening. 



There whh ii kooJ attendance at last 
evening's meotuig of tho Conimittoa of 
Fifty, at which Mayor KedCeru pri.-aiUcd 
and Mr. II. SI. Grahuine acted aa secre- 
tary in the ubseueu of Mr. 11. Biiruard, 
It was the iiiteutiou to c-oiuiider the re- 
port o£ the railway eomniittw, hut as 
they had Just received the proposition of 
the Port Angeles Eastern Iliiilroad Co., 
they iisked for further time in -which to 
report. 

The propositiou of the I'ort Angeles 
Kastem Company is coutaiue<l in the fol- 
lowing letter of Mr. N. Shakespeare, 
chairman of the railway committed': 

Dear Sir,— We have hustlly prepared and 
herewith submit for your coiislderiitloii bUie 
print of steel steamer for paBseiiiier tniflic, 
midship scctloD of twin kcfl'W dimlilo tnick 
ferry boat and roush draft of Iciuilnal 
<l(iok at fort AuKeleH. 

Till' passouKL'i- sLeinuer will be Imilt of 
Ktccl and Unlahod in native wouds, and 
will have siilUcieut sppi^d to make tlic pas- 
Hagc Ui Victoria In one lioiir. t^lio will t)c 
nscd cxchisivcly for imssonfjor and express 
matter. 

The ferry boat will be ludP. of wood, will 
iic about two Innidreil anil Ilfty feet long, 
forty feet breadth of beam, and wlil ac- 
commodate from ten to iwcMve freight cars, 
or six or clsht passenger coaches, and will 
be fitted to carry a aumtlty of freight, 
which will be necessary for less than car- 
load lots. She will have a speed of about 
nine miles per liom-. 

The dock, ferry, slip, HouIh and buildings 
at Port Angeles will be of a uioHt nubstnn- 
tlal nature, and every detail will be caro- 
fuliy worked out that will facilitate hnud- 
Ilng the business promptly and economi- 
cally. The dock, silpa, Uoats, buildings. 
faekH, etc., at Vktorla will be planuPd anil 
built In tlie sani(> Riibstantial manner as 
on tlds Bide, and drawings of same will 
be submitted as soon as we are Informed 
as to location, and our engineers cnn com- 
plete them. We believe there will be 
sufhclcnt business to warrant the pas- 
senger steamer mnbing at least two trips 
daily and the ferry boat one or more, de- 
pending upon the amount of frelglit to be 
handled. 

Passenger and freight rates would be ar- 
ranged on a healthy basis, and It goes 
without saying that every effort would 
be put forth on our part to Increase the 
traffic. 

It would be utt(?rly Impo.^sible at this 
time to state wbnt amoinit of money we 
would require from the eity of Victoria 
to carry cmt our plans and give you trans- 
contiuental eouuee'tloa via Olyaipia until 
you locate the lerniinal ground in yoin- 
city r.nd our engineers hiive given us sperl- 
llcatlons. We would like this polut set- 
tled, that is, location, at as early n day 
as possible, aa we are very desirous of 
carrying all the work along at once and 
of completing the Itae early in the year 
liMX). 

We will add regarding the road that we 
have practically abandoned the Idea of con- 
nection with the Port Townsend Soutiiern 
railroad, as It would lengthen our line 
considerably, and are now looking for the 
shortest route to Olynipla, 

In submitting these drawings and expla- 
nations, we have aimed to give yuii llrst- 
'•lasa service in every respect, but should 
you decide to be satisfied with slower and 
more uncertain connection the cost would 
be very materially reduced.

Mr. Walter .Morris was of oiiinioii that 
liy alioiishiiig the ward .system the repre- 
si'ulatioii mig-ht he centnilized iti u cer- 
tain part of the city. At any rate the 
electorate should be nsUetl to puss on 
the proposition. 

Mr. Uragg sniJ he uriderstooil that 
anything tlio eoinnilttee adopted would 
be submitted to a public meeting. In 
reply to Mr. Hunter, he wild there was 
nothing to show tliat better men could 
be secured to managi the nffairs of the 
city. He supposed Mr. Hunter rcfcrri'd 
to the industrial classes, who he eon- 
tended were well able to act as alder- 
men. 

Mr. Hunter denied that he wished to 
cast a slur on. the industrisU classes. 
What he referred to was tlie fact that 
men who sttKiped to canvass were oleotoil, 
while those who sti)«<l on their records 
were defeated.

Mr. Pearson suggesteil tliat the ('oni 
mittoc wait until thoy had soon the map 
preparp<l by the sub-eommittee dividing 
the city Into four wnrds. before paswing 
on the chiuso.

Mr. Bragg moved that the fiualification 
should be left as it is. 

Mr. B, L, Dniir thought it a mistake 



to have a persona] property qualification. 
In the first place, it would be diaicult to 
arrive at the volue of a, man's persoiuU 
property, and besides Hie real property 
was security for the debts of the city. 

Mr. HuHter contended that a man "with 
$2,000 worth of persoinil proiierty had 
as much interest in the city as a property 
holder. It was easy enough to Had out 
what a man's personal property was 
worth, and if that could be found out, 
surely the value of an alderman's per- 
sonal property could bo ascertaineil. 

Mr. Drury asketl if a senator's (pialili- 
cations Iiad e\er been disiiutc'd. 

Mr, Hunter replied that the constitu 
tion act was framed by men of brains, 
who knew what they were doing, and no 
doubt if the .system was tried it would 
he found to work. 

Mr. T. W. Pnterson asked if the city 
received any taxea from iKrsonnl prop- 
erty. 

Mayor Itedfern replicil that the city 
did not. 

Mr. W. II. Tjiingley spoke very strongly 
against a per.sonal i)roi)erty (lualitication 
being sulllcient. and Mr. T. W. I'ater- 
son spoke in the same strain, the latter 
saying it was surprising if sutlicieiit men 
with brains could not he found among the 
taxpayers to govern the city. 

Aid. Humphrey pointed out that the 
council fi-ved the rate (iT tiuxation on real 
estate, and if the council was composed 
of men owning only personal property, 
thore was no telling what the rate would 
be. 

Air. McKay opposed tin' raising of the 
fiualification; in fact li" saw no reasim 
why aldermen should be reciuired to havi' 
a property (pialilicatiou when members 
of parliament did not. 

The clause was amended by placing 
the quallQcation of aldermen at .?l,0(ld 
worth of real property, free of encum- 
brances. This is §500 more than at 
present. 

The nest clause recoramended that the 
duties of aldermen should be more legis- 
lative llian administrative. 

Mr. Bragg opposed the change, wlille 
Mr. Langley saw no harm in passing the 
clause, as he did not think it meant any- 
thing. 

The clause was passed. 

The' report recommended that the 
mayor's (lualificatioii he .S2.O00 in real 
estate o'- .$.'!, 000 in personal property. 
The i>ersonal property qualilicatioii was 
crossed out, and the clause as amended 
w.is p.issed. 

The reiiort endorsed the action o 
Mayor Itedfern in appointing the uhol 
council as a hoard of inililic works, in 
stead of having a street coinniitlee o 
three. 

The clause was passed, and furllie 
consideration of the report was deferre: 
until the next meeting. 

The meeting ailjourned at 10 o'clock.

An appropria- 
tion of ."iiHUJ.ODO was made in the Sundry 
Civil .\p[ir()pria tiiiiis act fur the construc- 
tion of a steam li.ghtJiouse tender for use
